For instance, 
our government has perfected a bomb 
"weighing 4000 pounds, to be carried by 
airplanes. This is ten-times as big as the 
largest bomb used in the World "war.

-contains a ton of high explosives and 
makes a crater in the ground 57 feet 
deep and 150 feet 
across. Another 


American, invention is an armored cater- 
pillar tractor -with a speed of thirty miles 
an hour. It goes up a forty-five degree 
slope easily, and can travel through "wa- 
ter up to the driver's chin. The famous 
"French-75" gun is eclipsed by a new 
American gun of the same caliber, but 
twice the range or shooting distance.

really needs. She—only an occasional man -Brakes 
up to the disgrace of obesity before he is utterly 
overtaken by the insidious disease—she needs a 
v.-arning against her present overindulgence in car- 
bohydrates. Ths carbohydrates are so very good to 
eat—ave, nearly everything good to eat is more or 
less carbohydrates, that's just the trouble. 
Car- 


bohydrates are about as easy to eat asssome crea- 
tures are to look at, and either pastime is likely to 
prove ruinous if not kept within reasonable bounds.
